Lord Lylloii's Absence From rnrls. 

Eon don, May 28.— In the Commons 
this evening, Edmund Robertson, Lib- 
oral member for Dundee, moved to re- 
duce Iho Foreign Office rate, the pur- 
pose of tho motion being to take the 
judgment of the House on tho absence 
of Lord Lytton, British Ambassador to 
Franco, from the opening ceremonies of 
the Paris Exposition. His withdrawal, 
Mr. Robertson thought, was the result 
of pro-arrangement, in view of the 
simultaneous action ol representatives 
of other Powers, ordering their repre- 
sentatives to hold themselves aloof from 
the ceremonies. Sir Junius Ferguson, 
Under Secretary for Foreign Affairs, 
denied that Lord Lytton's absence was 
due to any pre-arrungcnient with the 
Continental governments, The House, 
he said, was of the opinion that Eng- 
land should not take part in the celebra- 
tion of the centenary of a revolution 
regarding which parties in France re- 
mained bitterly divided. When the 
factions were unanimous in their cele- 
bration of a great event, there was not 
any impropriety in the Queen's repre- 
sentative being present, as in case of the 
celebration of the centenary of tho 
independence of America ; but there 
was no analogy between France and 
America. Furthermore, there was no 
dissatisfaction in France lit the absence 
of Lord Lytton from the opening of the 
exhibition. Gladstone said heacquitted 
tho Government of acting in concert 
with other Powers in the matter, but 
thought the Government was blamublo 
for its error of judgment.

FOR BEHRING'S SEA. 

The Hrllish Was Ships Prop ring to Hail 
for the Hosed Waters. 

Rumors which have been current for 
the past few weeks, but which appeared 
to have no credible origin, took definite 
form yesterday, when it was learned 
that orders had been received by Rear- 
Admiral Heneoge to have the three war 
ships now at Fsquimalt, the Swiftsure, 
Amphion and learns, put in readiness 
to sail for Hehring'sSea, with the Champ- 
ion, on June 1.1th, provided that the 
latter ship arrives prior to that date. 
Particulars of the proposed cruise, 
which it is supposed will last several 
mouths, ate very difficult to obtain. 

At Esquiinalt, yesterday, the work- 
men employed at the navy yard were 
busily at work, completing the equip- 
ment of the two new torpedo boats re- 
cently brought from England by the 
Amphion, end which are to be taken 
north-by the war ships. The men-of- 
war are coaling with patent fuel, and 
making every other preparation for an 
extended cruise. 

It is commonly believed that the war 
ships have been ordered north for the 
purpose of protecting the rights of 
British sealers, and the interests of Brit- 
ish vessel owners. In view of the great 
interest now felt in the much disputed 
claim of the United States to jurisdic- 
tion over Bohring's Sea, and the issues 
arising from it, a brief description of 
the armament of the formidable squad- 
ron to leave on the loth pt'OX. may not 
be uninteresting : 

it. M.S. swiftsure (flagship), 
is a screw iron ship, armour plated, of 
0910 tons ; 4970 horse power, mounts 
ing IS guns. 

It. M.S. AM PRION 
is a twin screw steam cruiser, built of 
steel, 3750 tons ; 5550 horse power, and 
carries 10 guns. 

II. M.S. ICARUS, 
a screw composite sloop ; 1)70 tons, 12IJ0 
horse power, carrying S guns. 

II. M.S. CHAMPION 
is a screw corvette, built of steel and

horse power, and mounts I I guns.

THE TEN DAYS TOUR. 

in Interesting Description of the island 
er's Trip, and Of Sights and Scenes by 
the Way. 

Tho following very interesting de- 
scription of the Islander's recent trip to 
Alaska with the millionaire tourists, is 
from thu pen of Mr. John Williams, 
mate of the steamer. 

The account of sights and scenes by 
t'li' way, begins with the sailing of the 
Islander from Victoria, on May 18th, 
when, says Mr. Williams, everything 
that could be done, on deck ami below, 
to equip the good ship for the pleasure 
trip to Alaska, had been 'done, she lay 
alongside the outer wharf the picture of 
peaceful inactivity, until 7:'>(l n. in., when 
('apt. John Irving signalled our depar- 
ture. Immediately there was life on 
board; each man sprung to liis station, 
and the vessel shot forth on he- voyage. 

The weather being most propitious, 
we made a good run to Vancouver, ar- 
riving at l;30p.m., and there receiving 
on board Dr. Webb and pari), tho char- 
terers of the "Islander." Tao following 
ladies and gentlemen comprised the par- 
ty: Dr. Webb, wife and thrae children, 
Mr. Frank Webb. Mr. and Mo. Purdy, 
Mr. George Bird, Mr. Julian l.'uine, and 
Dr. McLean, with their attendants. 

•nit: START fOU Till-; NORTH. 

All having embarked, and I he bag- 
gage of enormous proportions, compris- 
ing everything from "extra day" to a 
typewriter, having been taken on board, 
we again steamed away for the north 
at 5:25 p. m. , with bunting Hying fore 
and aft; our departure Being witnessed 
by a large number of well-wishing Vun- 
couvcrttes. 

Carrying a speed of about 12 knots an 
hour, we passed through many narrows, 
deep and dangeiotis; reaching .Sey- 
mour Narrows at .'! a. in., on Sunday 
morning, the 19th May. This is 
one of those stretches of water peculiar 
lo the west coast. There are all along 
narrow channels, through which run 
strong and heavy tides. " Of them all, 
Seymour narrows is about the worst. 
Ili'gl and precipitous cliffs, or rather 
mountains, loom up on either side, ex- 
posing a rocky and rugged surface, co\ 
ered with mountain lir in an almost 
solid mass, and again in places heavy 
pieces of rock overhanging, mid seeming 
as though they might, without a mo- 
ment's warning, fall and carry all before 
them. Through this canyon we passed 
at full speed, the vessel being driven 
from side to side by the tremendous cur- 
rent, coming out triumphantly and re- 
suming be;- onward course. At 8:55 
a. in. of the same day ivo arrived oft' 
Alert ba> , and Btoppe'il for a lew mill 
tit ch lo put Mr. Spencer ashore. At 
ti:PJ we arrived al MuGlucllUll bay, 
where most of the parly wont ashore to 
view the quaint sett lenient. During 
our stay here Mr. Clay toll of Bella Bella 
cams on board and narrated some vorj 
interesting stories of his experience with 
the Indians. 

The following day, tho 20th of the 
mouth, We weighed anchor at l.ba a. III. 
and proceeded through I lie iniigniticenl 
scenery of Seafui I li channel and past the 
surrbnnding islands. Whilst passing 
"Chinaman's Rut," n hold and promi- 
nent peak, we passed the steamer Geo. 
W, Elder, bound smith. During 
the greater portion ol tho day fresh and 
variable winds prevailed, with ligbi 
rains. Nevertheless, our party pre- 
ferred braving the inclemency of the 
weather to losing tho sight of such niag- 
nilicenl scenery. 
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,! Fort Simpson, situated on the N.W. 
side of Port Simpson cue, the approach 
lo which is extremely imposing. The 
town itself lies low, t hough the back- 
ground is mountainous. 'I hough a small 
place, it is neat, clean and well ar- 
ranged. There lire tin buildings of much 
size, the Catholic Mission being the 
largest. Besides the white population, 
which I should estimate nt about 150, 
there are some hundred houses of the 
Cliin-ey-nn Indian: , the number of In- 
dians being about 1,000, Fort Simp 
son is the largest trading port in the re- 
gion. The fort itself is quadrangular in 
shape, having a stockiuh 200x1 (it) feet; 
with bastions at two tingles. Within tie 
stockade, an- the post buildings and 
dwellings. A line wharf, from n quar- 
ter to half a mile in length, i tins out in- 
to the sea; so that ships can hind at any 
state of the tide. A tramway also ruin 
the whole length of the wharf, and thus 
they are enabled to handle freight with 
the greatest dispatch. I laving discharg- 
ed an amount of freight brought up for 
this pure wo sailed on the following 
morning, the -1st, at I a. in. As we 

er became perceptibly colder, and win- 
ter garments were accept ible. Holding 
mi our course through Chatham Sound, 

we passed ( 'ape Fox ., bold pr ntorj 

jutting out into t lie si nit. at 7 a. in, ; 
thence through a series of channels tot 
numerous to mention (all having strong 
currents, and bum, d-d l.y high, heavily 
timbered and snow-capped moun- 
tains), on through longass Nar- 
rows , into I hike of ( llareiicc 

atraiU; through H I I, crossing 

Sumner channel, into Wrangell narrows 

a piece ol water difficult of navigation, 
on account of strong currents anil intri- 
cate passages. (In through Prince Fred- 
erick sun n,l into Chatham struits; thene, 
into Peril straits, which we w ill briefly 
mention. Peril, or, as the Russians 
first limned them. Pogibski straits, have 
been but imperfectly examined. Tin- 
western shores are indented by numer- 
ous bays, the limits of which are known, 
but the eastern shores arc very imper- 
fectly delineated and are broken by 
openings still unexplored. Bocks and 
reefs are bold and numerous. The 
western entrance to the struits is about 
ball a mile, though tie- navigable (list 
mice is diminished by a reef oil Point 

Kakeel. As we | led up the 

si i ails we came across several islets, the 
largest of these named Kapids island or 
Poroga; ii ud between Ibis and the shore 
lies the channel, m it over a third of a 
mile in » h, Through this channel, nl 
certain stages of lie- 1 idn, a " Is, re," or 
"tide rip" of enormous streugl h and 
alarming proportions is produced, mak 
ing navigation both dillieult and dan 
gcrous. However, under the skillful 
guidance of our ( 'aptain.aud Pilotlllicks, 
the Islander behaving well, all diffi- 
culties were surmounted, and at 11:15 
on the morning of the l2'2d we steamed 
into Sitka, the capital of Alaska. 

AI.ASk IS CAPITAL 

TllO town ol Sitka lies III the 

base, or rather under the shadow of 
Mount Victoria, a lofty and rugged 
mountain, in h bid, 1 hear there are al- 
ready fortj to lifty gold claims taken 
up. Cross .Mountain and Mould lian 
croll'in iln- background have also been 
found in be rich in minerals, mid the 
enthusiasts ol Sitka predict for it n 
great future us a mining town. Sitka 
is a town of some 80(1 inhabitants, with 
all adjoining Indian ranclie, comprising 
some Still Indians of the Sitka tribe; 
these I hear are all well to do, some 
,being even opulent . Their sole employ- 
ment i« tishing and limiting, (the sur- 
roundings afford ample facilities for 
both) which is ii source of constant re- 
muneration, as well as of pleasure. 
There are three canneries in the vicinity 
all busily employed, and in a prosperous 
condition. I must not oinil to mention 
the U. S. Murine liuai'd, left on station 
here, to protect the interests of the 
place. Thu force numerically is small, 
though ample lo protect peaceful Sitka. 
There are altogether twenty-eight men, 
a true stamp of the country lo which 
they have the honor to belong; open- 
handed, kind hearted fellows, who gave 
us a courteous reception, and did nil in 
their power to make our short stay as 
pleasant and memorable us possible. To 
pass on. At the head of the main 
street as you walk up I lie town, sttlllds 
the ( it'UiCO- Roman Church J a wooden 
building of ancient construct ion, having 
a large dome and portico, and resemb- 
ling very much the Cathedral at Pana- 
ma ; with the exception that one is 
brick, and the other «ton«. However 







the tout ensemble is the same. The in- 
side of the church is well worthy of 
notice. The walls are hung with tine 
old paintings, imported by the Russians 
during their sovereignty here, one 
painting alone, that of the "Madonna," 
being reputed to be worth $10,000. The 
vestments of tho altar and also the pon- 
tifical robes are, on account of their an- 
tiquity as well as splendor, well wcrthv 
of inspection. Another building of in- 
terest, the Bancroff custle, built by the 
Russians and at one time occupied by 
their governor, stands oil an eminence 
overlooking the whole of the surround- 
ing country. It is also u wooden struc- 
ture, now in a state of decay ; its former 
magnificence having passed away. It is 
unoccupied, except by ail enterprising 
photographer, a member of the murine 
guard, who dares to live there in his stu- 
dio, although tradition says, the ghost 
of a Russian princess, foully murdered 
within the castle precincts, "doth walk 
abroad at night." 

There are several other line buildings 
in Sitka, the Roman Catholic buildings 
and the Indian schools, together with 
the quaint old postoffice, being perhaps 
the best. 

Sitka supports two newspapers, the 
Alaskan and the .Mission Record. They 
have not yot got the electric light or the 
cable cars ; possibly they will have 
thorn soon. Tho Blarney Stone is the 
last thing of interest I have space to 
mention before passing on. It is 
a large piece of rock sup- 
posed to have been emitted from the 
crater of Mount Edgcombe, a mountain 
on the opposite shore during an erup- 
tion. It lies where it fell ; right in 
front of the Catholic Mission oil the 
beach, no other rocks being in the 
vicinity, Mount Edgeomb 1 may say 
is now an extinct volcano, but the 
crater is distinctly visible from Sitka, a 
distance of lifty miles. 

FAREWELL Til SITKA. 

The day is now far spent, and t he 
whistle has blown for "all hands" 
aboard, the gangway is hauled ashore 
and the signal given for departure ; once 
more the heat of machinery vibrates 
the ship, and we are away. Our newly 
made friends, and indeed the whole 
population of Sitka, is on the wharf to 
see our departure, accompanied by 
I heir excellent town band, composed 
entirely of Indians, some sixteen or 
seventeen in number, who play remark- 
ably well. As we steamed to open 
water to lllllko the turn, the baud play- 
ed on, and as we passed the whart re 
turning, dipping our ensign (the sailors 
silent "Oood-Bye), Sitka faded from our 
view, as we lingered to hear the last 
strains of " lionie Sweet Home" wafted 
to US on gentle breezes. 

We proceeded down the same chan- 
nels through which we came, going to 
the north, and therefore the description 
need not be repeated, until we came lo 
Safety Bay at 10 p.m. There wean 
chores! for the night, or rather until 3 
a.m. of the 23rd, when we weighed 
anchor for Glacier Bay, tirst encounter- 
ing Geld ice at 'J p.m., and .steaming in 
and out through small bergsthe remain- 
der of the way up, comingto an anchor 
at li p.m., within 500 yards of Muir 
Glacier, which is simply a mountain of 
solid ice, with towering peaks, and in 
fact presenting all shapes and forms. 
The ice is of a deep blue color 
consequent upon the enormous pressure 
to which il was exposed. W hen the 
suu shines brightly on these masses of 
ice, all the colors of the rainbow sparkle 
and gleam from their thousands of dif- 
fcrent formations, presenting a picture 
grain! and beautiful, which helps one to 
grasp, in u small measure, the magni 
tude and terrors of thu t great and prac 
tii-ally unknown Arctic region. 

AMONd THE ICE FLOES. 

At .'!: lo on the morning of the 2-lth 
wo lett for Douglass Island, with a fresh 
breeze blowing from the eastward, and u 
continuous fall of rain, passing through 
large quantities of "line" ice. pieces ot 
which ground against the ship's tide, 
making a noise like thai of distant thun- 
der. Proceeding down Cross Channel, 
wo steamed from I -v tin am I Saginaw 
channels, through Stephen Passage to 
Douglass Island, ivhere vie arrived at 

•J:-J0 p. in. During our stay the I u 

couple nf hours wo in ipectcd the Tread - 
a, -II mines, which are \wll worthy a 
slioi t desci iption, 

THE TREADWE1J, MINES. 

The buildings covering some four 
acres of ground are well and substan- 
tially built, and contain some of the 
finest mining machinery in thu world. 
First comes I lie smelter, a building con- 
taining six double furnaces, through 
which the ore is passed in order to 
separate the ores from the sulphates. 
We next enter tho main building, or 
rather the mill itself, a structure 250 
yards long by 125 yards wide, contain- 
ing 240 "stamps" or "pistons"; heavy 
machinery used for thu purpose of crush 
ing the quartz. Under each of these 
stamps is a screen, which Washes and 
divides the gold from the rock. Passing 
on over two more similar sets of screens, 
it is then transported into the smelting 

i i, which I have already described. 

Beyond these buildings, are the engine 
rooms, warehouses, machine shops, etc t 
passing through which you reach a long 
low tunnel, filled with "smoke, about u 
quarter of a mile long, ami if you are 
persevering enough ami your skull h. 
rock proof, you are brought to the main 
shall, and the face of rock from the tun- 
nel to the ledge, 205 feci iii height, opens 
out to \ iew. There wore sumo forty 
men tit work in the mine at the time ol 
our visit, some drilling, others clearing 
away. All the quartz is drilled here, it 
being what is known as "free milling 
ore.' Seven hundred tons of ore are 
handled in a day of ■_> I bum s, at a cost 
for milling and milling of $1.25 per ton. 

The total number of men employed 
is about 200, with wages varying from 
.>:! to §10 per day, The a nut ex- 
pended on machinery, building, etc., 
ivas upwards of 81,000,000. 

MlWm Jl'NEAlI. 

After having inspected these wonder- 
ful mines we crossed over to Juneau, 
where nothing predominates bul mud, 
Report savs silver 1ms been discovered 
in tie- vicinity, and several gold mines 

are already al work Some dislanee from 
the town. Sailing from Juneau at 7 
p.m.. we steamed down Stephen Chan 
ni l, passing two large icebergs at Kb-lo 
p.m., and Patterson Glacier (from which 
hundreds of tons of ice for the San 
Eranciseo market were at one lime cut) 
tit (in. lit. Eying too for a couple of 
hours awaiting the tide, we passed 
thiougli Wrungel narrows on to port 
Wrangel, where we arrived at I p.m. 
oil I he •rub. Fori Wrungel is a small 
tow n situated on Wrangel Island, and is 

entirely dependant ii] t he cannery 

on th,- mainland, owned by the Salmon 
Bay Packing Company, for its existence. 
There are only thirty while inhabitants, 
[llld 2.10 Indians of the Sitkuine tribe. 
( 'apt. Wilson, u leading citizen, is build- 
ing a saw mill, whose capacity is to be 
15,000 feel per day, and in •onnoctioii ti 
shingle and box mill, so his cannery can 
procuro home-made articles in place of 
import ing. 

Dr. Webb and party being satisfied 
with a short, slay, we were under steam 
again at 2:110 p.m., sflaping our course 
to the southward through the same 
channels we did going north, and after 
a run ofOIJ hours arrived in Vancouver 
at 11:1,1 p.m. of the 27th, having had 
\set ,,nd disagreeable weather the whole 
way down, but a pleas, nl and satis- 
factory trip on the whole.
